THE PRINCE OF WALES AT OXFORD. 
According to the fquict and unostentatious spirit of 
the times and the nation, a young gentlemen become, 
the other day,a member of Christ Church Collece, Ox- 
ford—and that new member is heir to the throne of 
England. There was, as became the event, a little more 
ceremony, more of outward show of respect from thy 
masters to the scholar, than marks an ordinary matri- 
culation, but a tranquil dignity was its prevailing chat- 
acteristic. ‘There was no enthusiasm, and even the old 
Oxford courtesy of wine and gloves usually given when 
a prince was a guest was thought too demonstrative for 
the occasion. But there was a respectful wel 
come, which is more than was accorded to 
Edward Longshanks, when that un-scholastic prince 
would only fain look in at the = curious 
place. “The burgesses did not like the armed men who 
were with him, and fairly shut their gates against tie 
heir of England and Aquitaine. For the honour of 
having educated another prince—Harry of Monmouth— 
New College and Queen’s were long at issue. If this 
prince was really a student at either college during the 
Chancellorship of his paternal uncle, Henry Beaufort, it 
must have been in the year 1398—when the illustrious 
student was only eleven years of age. Tradition is 
worth something, and it has cling fast to the assurance 
that Henry was educated at Queen's, in the old build 
ings of which visiters used to be shown his chamber. Fí 
was over the gateway, opposite to St. Edmunds 
Hall ; a portrait of the Prince was in this stained 
glass window, and Fuller tells us that in his 
days the room was occupied by his friend, Tom 
Barlow, and that the royal student's pie 
ture was there, in brass. If the achieves of the Colleg:s 
record nothing of his residence, a proud inscription in 
his little room asserted it strongly encugh ; for instance 
—*To record the fact for ever. The Emperor of 
Britain, the triumphant Lord of France, the Conqueror of 
his enemies, and of himself, Henry the Fifth, of this 
little chamber, ‘once the great inhabitant.” Magdalen 
College found favour with royalty. Thither Edward th: 
Fourth sent his nephew, Edmund Poole. Prince Arthu:, 
the son of Henry the Seventh, was often a visiter, at 
least, there, as his brother Henry was at Christ Church 
---and there Henry, Prince of Wales, son of James the 
First, frequently resided. When this Prince first took 
up his residence there, he was accompanied by the 
King and Queen, who, by way of entertainment, were 
nearly worried to death by deputations and scholastic 
gymnastics—too much even for such a pedantic monarch 
as James. Since that period Oxford has had many a 
princely visiter; but the only one we can remem’ er w!.o 
matriculated was “Gentleman George,” then l’rince Ke- 
gent. ‘This occurred in 1814, when Prince Metternich, 
Blucher, Gneisenau, and other celebrities dined with the 
heads at Christ Church. The dinner wasa joyous affair; 
and, characteristically enough, it was “after dinner” 
that the Prince for the books, and had his name 
duly entered as a scholar. The guests, too, were not 
forgotten; and Blacher and Gneisenau were create 
“Doctors.” Old Biucher was zled ; and the new 
Royal scholar of Christ Church laughed his lo'rtest, as 
the old German exclaimed, “ Well, if T am a doctor, 
it is Gneisenau who administers the pills.”— Athenau. 
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Present ro Hen Masesty.—There is now on the wav 
to this country, from the ‘Mahrajah of Cashmere, as « 
present to her Majesty, a most costly shawl tent, whic: 
will contain, moreover, a bedstead of solid gold. The

most recent intelligence from the Continent may well 
alarm Europe. The French forces in Italy, it is now 
said, are to be increased by 50,000 men, and, from 
a hostile feeling towards England, the troops destined 
for the expedition to China are countermanded. We 
do not believe that hostility to England is the cause 
of this retrograde movement. The mere order to 
place 50,000 men in Italy explains it. Large as the 
Kmperor's army is, he could not spare a force of 20,000 
men for so distant a country as China, if there is to 
be a second campaign in Italy. The interests of 
France in the East are as yet very limited, and though 
Louis Napoleon cannot permit his flag to be insulted 
in any quarter, however remote, he may take time to 
mature his measures and dispose of more pressing 
interests first, 

But as far asa very intrieate poliey can be un- 
ravelled, the Italian complication may well alarm. 
It would appear that though Louis Napoleon ad- 
ministered a stinging rebuke to the Ultramontane 
Bishops, he fears te enter upon what may be called 

a crusade against the Chúrch. The Pope still looks 

to Austria, and the Ultramontane party almost 

canonise the young Emperor, whilst they pronounce 

Louis Napoleon to be Apollyon, or the incarnation 

of evil. To propitiate Austris and the Papal party, 

then, the rights of the Grand Dukes are expressly 

reserved, while to calm the people of the Legation s 

the Pope is to be urged by both Emperors to make 

popular concessions. Already, however, the Pope 

has declared that the Grand Dukes must be restored 

before he inaugurates any reform, the people mean- 

while refusing to receive their late governors on 


uneasy. The press is chained as firmly as before the 
battle of Solferino. Merchants have no employmen: 
for capital or industry. The uncertainty of the En- 
peror'’s policy has unsettled all commercial interests. 
No one knows whether France may be called on te 
fight for some new idea on New-year’s-day. 

And the idea may be this:—Louis Napoleon may 
entertain an opinion that Italy looks te England, and 
that if his policy fails he will have to thank the 
conduct of England for his disappointment. A cor- 
gress, of course, could settle all, but England will not 
enter a congress unless the people be allowed to select 
their rulers. On any other basis we would be cer- 
tainly outvoted, and then England would be a second 
time cajoled into riveting the fetters of the Peninsula. 
Louis Napoleon may entertain the idea that as England | 
was one of the Congress which settled the siatus 
he has overthrown, she must be a partner in his.ar- 
rangements. France may be dissatisfied with our 
abstension, and we know that it is only when France 
is satisfied the world is at peace. 

While the horizon abroad is so lowering, it is sa- 
tisfactory that our arsenals and factories are at full 
work, and that we have volunteer rifles equal to the 
amount of our standing army. We have a good 
channel fleet, and a powerful reserve, and the utmost 
exertions are made to finish a large number of Arm- 
strong’s guns. The force intended for China must 
come from the Indies; we cannot spare a man from 
these territories. One regiment has received orders 
to preceed across the Isthmus of Suez from Malta. 
As this fortress is protected by our fleet, and can be 
garrisoned by militia, there is little danger in that 
move. But we trust that for some time at least our 
home defences may not be diminished by a single 
man. A strong man armed is at our doors, who 
may wish to recover lost prestige by a new war. 
Common prudence requires that we, too, should be 
armed, and, standing on the defence; await the de- 
velopment of his policy. 


The Times on the Chinese Question : 

The influence of a great event passes over the popu- 
lations of the East like a wave of sound; it goes on 
increasing its area every moment, reaching every unit 
of the human mass, and pervading every mind. When 
the voice has died away the idearemains. Accustomed 
to violent revolutions, resulting from superior force, 
Eastern races are always prepared to accept the last 
victory as the proot of present power, to cringe before 
the conqueror and to insult the vanquished. Thus, 
when the Indian mutinies first broke out, and while our 
attention was rivetted upon the danger that 
threatened our own possessions, there were 
others who stood within the circle of the 
same peril, and 4vho looked upon the contest with 
a closer interest than mere sympathy could cre#e 
Over the whole of the Eastern Archipelago the 
news had spread that thedominion of the Western peo- 
ple was passing away, Sumatra,and Java, and Borneo, 
and the Malay Peninsula, and the islands that lie scat- 
tered about, felt the influence. The Dutch were fully 
conscious that their fate was being decided as well as 
ours at Delhi ; and they are at this moment quite aware 
that Sir John Lawrence deserves as well of Holland as 
he does of England. So it happens noW. The defeat of the 
English and French Fleet in the Peiho is now prodncing 
its effect in a quiet but simultaneous change of feeling 
throughout the extreme East. The French are probably 
now undergoing its evil influences in Cochin China. 
Admiral! Rignault de Genouilly, who had with difficulty 
held hisown against the mosquitoes and the fevers of 
his swampy conquests, seems to have felt that the news 
of the Taku disaster afforded him at once a reason and 
an excuse for abandoning the object of his expedition 
In the face of the news of the -lefeat of his countrymen 
there could be no further hope that the Amamite Go- 
vernment would yield to concessions he was sent out 
to obtain. He retires from Tourane until the prestige 
of the Western arms in the East shall be reco- 
vered on the spot where it was lost. Thus it also hap- 
pens in China Proper. Canton is for the moment 
quiet, but it is impossibleto know whether the calm 
is to be trusted. The little garrison of 3,000 men, 
chiefly Sepoys, is being reinforced from time to time by 
Marines from the ships nów arriving south; further 
Sepoy troops are on their way, and Mr. Parkes had, 
with his accustomed energy, seized the arms of the ban- 
nermen before the news from the North could get abroad. 
But there is not the same indisposition to come to blows 
with us which there once was. It is known that the 
“gentry” have been pertinaciously endeavouring to 
convince Lao, the Chinese Governor, to allow them to 
levy braves and drive the barbarians into the river. He 
has replied by a public edict, exhorting the peonle 
to be quiet, and not to listen to idle feports ; . but 
he has, at the same time, flogged a woman 
to death for giving us some information; and he has 
been deteeted in some underband measures which are 
far from being in accordance with his edict. If we keep 
Canton it will not be on account of remembrance of the 
past. Yeh’s body, watched by his faithful barber in a 
temple near the walls, no lon suggests to those 
who have trembled so often at his tame the impossi- 
bility of resistance to the power by which he was 
quelled. They will give us credit now for no more than 
the force they see. Amoy, where the Chinese and Eu- 
ropean populations dwell together, cannot but be in 
some danger—a danger which is much increased if it 
be true that any members of the English community 
there have disgraced themselves by participation in the 
practice of kidnapping Coolies, which has now taken the 
place of the opium trade in the eyes of the Chinese as 
the great evil of foreign intercourse. Foochow has 
equally an European population without defence, and in 
the midst of countless thousands of Chitiamen, all of 
whom are now for the first tine beginning to doubt the 
moral of the great lesson of 1842. Perhaps Penang and 
Borneo, and even Singapore, may be meditating some 
infringement of that eternal tranquillity of which a 
Chinaman is theoretically so fond, but practically so 
impatient. Throughout all those lands, and among all 
those races, the unexampled event of the repulse of an 
English and French fleet has spread, and is producing 
its results. i 
We must take into consideration this temporary but 
very important alteration Ín our chararter in those parts 
oí the world when we attempt to estimate the impor- 
tance of the news from Japan. Only a few months ago 
we received with eager, and sometimes too credulous 
ears, all that our countrymen told us in the first burst 
of their enthusiasm of a country that contrasted so 
favourably with the quaint and tiresome uniformity ani 
the dull gonceit which they had left in China. It was a 
land where they found the innocence of our first 
parents before the combined

can, the relative value of Japanese and British prodace 
will find their representatives whatever may be the cur- 
rency in which they are reckoned. But, however this 
may be, now is not the time to make an outcry either 
in Jeddo or in England. England is under acioud in 
those parts. We gained our. Treaty by the echo of our 
victory in the Peiho ; we have imperilled it by our sub- 
sequent defeat upon the same water. When we have 
regained our prestige the ports will open, and the au- 
thorities of Jeddo will be facile, and Mr. Alcock will 
get all he reasonably asks. But the key to this and 
many other difficulties lies at Pekin. 


The Daily News on the Treaty of Zuricli :— 

The Emperor of the French must speak out. There 
is no help tor it. He came forward as the champion . of 
Italian independence. He incited the populations of 
the three Italian Duchies to the movement by which 
they threw off their late Sovereigns. He is directly 
responsible for all the liabilities they have assumed, 
and for all the perils that they may yet have to face. 
They, therefore, have a distinct and indefeasible right to 
demand an explanation of his intentions at his hands 
Louis Napoleon has now put his seal deliberately to 
provisioris in the Treaty signed at Zurich which, when 


| he had conceded them at Villafranca, were eagerly pal- 


liated by him on his return to Paris, at the audience 
whicn he granted to the three Presidents, as concessions 
extorted by the necessity of the hour. True, good 
faith to the Emperor of Austria may be as sacred as 
good faith to the Italian Duchies, although, of these in- 
consistent obligations, that contracted with the Duchies 
is the prior óne. But the Emperor of the French has 
stated, through journals more or less officially inspired, 
that the Tfeaty of Villafranca did not compel him to 
do more than tender advice to the Duchies in favour of 
the restitution of their expelled Sovereigns. Well, if 
such is the explanation of the Treaty of Villafranca, not 
only has the Emperor of the French done all that he had 
covenanted with the Emperor of Austria to do, bnt the 
covenant being already performed, that part of the 
Villafranca Memorandum is obsolete. Louis Napo- 
leon has repeatedly advised the Duchies to return 
to the allegiance of their Dukes; and this advice 
being as repeatedly rejected his mission under 
the treaty of Villafranca is accomplished. Why, then, 
does he now, in the treaty of Zurich, specially reserve 
the rights of the three Dukes? According to his own 
gloss, the treaty ot Villafranca merely favoured the re- 
turn of those despots, just as it “ favoured” the Italian 
Confederation. In the interval he has seen that the 
Duchies will not have the Dukes back, and that neither 
they nor Sardinia will have a confederation. Why, 
then, does he now reintegrate into the Peace of Zurich 
stipulations from which, on his own statement, he has 
been exotierated ? Italy has a right todemand that this 
question shall be answered. Italy has certainly con- 
tributed largely to his glory in war. Without Italian 
aid he might himself have been beaten in the hardly-won 
battle of Solferino. And Italy fought by his side on 
the faith of an assurance that he would not desert the 
people whom he had compromised. 


The Morning Herald on the Great Eastern:-- 


The hopeful spirit of enterprise which has associated 

Eng!ishmen with all the material triutfiphs of the age 
is well illustrated by the unabated confidence with 
which the directors of the Great Eastern cling to their 
gigantic venture, despite sinister prediction and dis- 
couraging facts. Ever since the big ship resisted 
the first attempts that were made tu ifitroduce her to 
her natural element the current of public opinion has 
been slightly adverse toher. A long step in advance 
in science, or any other ficld of the human intellect, is 
invariably scouted by the bulk of society; 
and when the great mass, which had been so 
many months assuming a sea-going appearance 
refused to quit its first resting-place, even Brunel paid 
the debt he owed to the world for outstripping its ordi- 
nary ideas. Everybody, of course, had pointed out the 
mistake, and foretold the ill-success. The first engineer 
of the day was called to task with an energy and unani- 
mity which were really astonishing in the amount of 
scientific skill they betokened in ail classes of Englishmen 
()ld-fashioned seamen chuckled over the breaking up of 
the cylinders. Not a few sober-minded and busi- 
nes people rather rejoiced that an attempt to set 
the waves at defiance seemed likely to prove a 
failure. However, new and ‘stronger cylinders 
t-ok the place of their weaker predecessors. Repeated 
failures called forth fresh skill, renewed energy, and 
greater resources. At length the Leviathan floated ; 
the first trial was over. There she lay on the river as 
sound as ever—a model of symmetry and strength ; 
yacht-like in the fineness of her lines, yet dwarfing 
the biggest of the craft that sailed by her in the ma- 
jesty of her proportions. There was one comfort 
left—she would never pay. The company would lose 
their money. She would get neither freights nor 
passengers; even if she were ever fitted for sea. Mcre- 
over, she would never steer round the sharp bends 
on her way to the sea. Malevolence went so far as 
to piciure the New Zealanders of a future epoch tracing 
out the skeleton of the Mammoth of 1859 embedded in 
‘he muday banks of Father Thames. Slowly, however, 
the work of fitting went on. A forest of masts and 
spars grew up from her lofty decks. From the east and 
west people came to see the new wonder of naval archi- 
tecture. Then came the announcement that the Great 
Eastern was ready for sea, arid that the day of her de- 
parture Was fixed. 

The doubters fell off in vast numbers as the pro. 
gress of the ship down the river was telegraphed far 
and wide; and when the Great Eastern reached the 
Nore she was pronounced a success. She answered 
her helm in a manner that might have stirral the 
envy of the naval surveyor. She moved easily and 
quietly through the water. No hot-bearings in her 
engines delayed her, and public nion, always prone 
to rush into extremes, n to ict an average of 20 
knots an hour from her. The problem was solved : 
Britannia really ruled the waves. There was an end of 
that horrible pitching and rolling which had made 
ocean a real mare clausum to so many. The swell of the 
Bay of Biscay; the biggest waves of the Atlantic, 
wen'd waste their strength against her iron sides. 
Strange to say, experience showed arather different 
state of things. A portion of the steering gear 
gave way, and for a few minutes the big ship lay 
at the mercy of the waves. It was very soon found 
that she obeyed the laws to which ordinary craft 
are subjected : and that her great length 
would enable her to breast the waves with a tolerably 
even keel she was quite prepared to pay due homage to 
Father Neptune when she was broadside on to the swell. 
But the severest test of all, and the one through which 
she most triumphantly, was the disaster off 
amen No other ship could have pursued her course 
tranquilly over the water after such an explosion. The 
first vessel in England's navy would have been shat- 
tered into wreck by the blow which fell almost harm 
lessly on the Great Eastern. The accident was deplo- 
rable for its sad sacrifice of haman life, and for the dis- 
credit it threw on the management of a great undertak-

The Morning Star on the Death of Mr. Ste- 


phenson and Mr. Brunel :— 

Within the walls of the old Abbey of Westminster 
lie buried the remains of men who have achieved em! 
nence in almost every sphere of human action. Poets, 
philosophers, and statesmen lie side by side with war- 
riors on sea and land, and the same earth encloses, in 
peaceful cotttiguity, all that was perishable of those 
who gained the worlp’s applause during their lives, 
and earned for themselves an enduring name in 
history by their brilliant successes in the most 
diametrically antagonistic pursuits. But of all 
those to whom has been assigned the distinguished 
honour of a resting-place in our national 
Pantheon there are assuredly few who 
more abundantly merited this mark of the 
veneration of their countrymen, or whose fame will 
live longer inthe memory of those who know howto dis- 
crimiuate between meretricious glory and true renown, 
than he who was yesterday borne to his last home among 
the great men of England, followed to the grave by a 
crowd of mourning friends who would have perhaps 
found it difficult to say whether their grief was awakened 
chiefly by the genius of the great master of science or 
the genial kindly qualities of the man. There may, 
perhaps, be some who do not oppreciate as they de- 
serve, the services of Robert Stephenson rendered 
to mankind during a life which, though it fell 
short of the usual span of human existence, 
was rich beyond measure in noble exertions and solidly 
valuable results. There are some blessings to which 
we have grown so habituated, through constant use, that 
we find it difficult to realise the possibility of their ab- 
sence ; and, in these days of rapid locomotion, when our 
roads intersect England in all directions, and the puffing 
locomotive transports the traveller with celerity and com- 
fort to the remotest corners of the land, the tedious and 
uneasy journeyings of our forefathers seem to us a mere 
fuble--—-a creation of a diseased imagination which can 
never have had any foundution inreality. Yet it isa so- 
ber fact that, eveniu thedavs when our stage coaches had 
reached their highest perfection, the transit from town 
to towu was slow and costly, and it is equally true that 
England is in a great measure indebted to Robert 
Stephenson for the existence of those extensive facilities 
for intercommunication between various districts which 
have now become to tis almost necessary of life. The 
system which had been conceived by the genius of the 
father was carried into fuil practical development by 
the energy and ability of the son, and assuredly, no ser- 
vices has ever been rendered to the State more eminently 
entitling those who conterred it to the grateful praise 
of their tellow-citizens. 

It is rarely that we are called upon, within the same 
brief space of time, to deplore the loss of two such men 
as Stephenson and Brunel; and it is remarkable that 
each should have been debarred trom the satisfaction of 
witnessing the final success of the most remar-able 
undertaking of his career. Brunel survived only to 
hear of the sed calamity to the Great Eastern, and died 
before he could learn how admirably the great ship has 
subsequently redeemed her character; and Stephenson 
passed away from amongst us on the eve of the comple- 
tion of his most stupendous work. the tubular bridge 
over the St. Lawrence, which is five times the length 
of that over the Menai Straits, and will 
be, when finished, a marvel of engineering skill. 
Stephenson died in his fifty-sixth, and Brunel in his 
fifty-third year, each worn and wasted by a life of in- 
cessant overstrained exertion and harassing anxiety ; 
but if the length off human existence were to be 
measured, not by years but by achievements, who shall 
estimate the duration of their lives? Zealously and 
with admirable fruit did both labour for the benefit of 
mankind ; and now that they have been called to their 
account, full of honours if not full of years, we should 
indeed evince black ingratitude tor the priceless ser- 
vices which they have rendered to the world did we fail 
to join with those who knew them best in offering to 
their memory the homage of our heartfelt admiration, 
the tribute of our sofrowing love.

“The rights of the Grand Duke of Tuscany, the Duke 
of Modena, and the Duke of Parma are expressly re- 
served by the high contracting Powers.” 

Which simply means that nothing in the treaty shall 
be construed against the rights of the Dukes. In this 
there is nothing inconsistent with Louis Napoleon's first 
declarations. He said, in his Milan proclamation, “ | 
have come with no pre-conceived idea of dispossessing 
Sovereigns.” In fact, neither Austria nor France have 
any right to make «ny other stipulation with regard to 
the Duchies. Had they decreed the deposition of the 
Dukes they would have violated the unwritten public 
law of Europe, and the treaty in the paragraph preced- 
ing the above lays this down very distinctly. It 
says :— 

“ The territorial limits of the independent States of 
Italy which did not take part in the last war can be 
changed only with the ascent of the Powers of Kurope 
which took part in forming and guaranteed the existence 
of these States.”’ 

This clause in itself is a considerable eoncession by 
Austria ; it recognises that there is a question of terri- 
torial changes, and that that question must be referred 
to the Great Powers. France has a right to aa opinion 
of its own ‘on that question; that opinion may 
not be ours---it may not agree with the 
opinions of the Italians, (who also are right to 
hold stoutly their own views), but when France is 
pledged not to impose her opinions by force, and has oh- 
tained a like pledge from Austria, the Italians must be 
fools, indeed, and only fit for slavery. if they cannot 
work out their own will.

Haid 
the directors decided on sending her across the Atlantic 
to Portland they would have practically tested her 
qualities, and realised a million of dollars—by keeping 
her back till spring the novelty and excite- 
ment will be over, and she will by that time 
probably be designated by a fickle public as “The 
Great Folly.” That she is the first specimen of naval 
construction afloat is universally admitted; everything 
on deck and aloft is all that eould be desired; her 
engines and speed have yet to/be tested across the Atlan- 
tic, until that is done all is conjecture; but there is 
no mistake as to her accommodations being execrable 
for such a ship—-the gilded saloon is perfectly digust- 
ing, only suited to the taste of Argyle-rooms, cyprians, 
and for this all comfort has been neglected in the 
sleeping cabins, which for ventilation, light, and accom- 
modation are not to be compared with Cunard’s or 
the Canadian mail steamers. ‘he first essential afloat 
is the same as on shore. A traveller on arriving at an 
hotel requires a bed-room, and, be it large or small, it 
must be a single room; no double-bedded room with a 
stranger will he accepted. Now, this, which should 
have been the first consideration to attract first-class 
passengers, has been entirely overlooked, and instead 
of single cabins nine feet square, there are double 
cribs in all the dark cabins, and four and six in 
others. The kitchen and scullery alone appear to 
have been, properly designed on a sufficient scale, but 
beyond this the accommodations are only suited for 
second and third class passengers. For sanitary re- 
quiremenys, at least fifty of the very best patent water- 
closets should be fitted on each side of the main deck 
before a Board of Trade certificate is granted. In short, 
uvless the accommodations are altered, the Great 
Eastern will only be a floating second and third class 
jrain and a failure as a passenger ship.---Correspond ent 
of the Globe. 


Cork as A Port CALL.— The Right Worshipful the 
Mayor has received the following most important letter 
trom Mr. Vincent Scully, M.P. :— 

“ 52 Old Broad-street, London, Oct. 1859. 
“ My Dear Mr. Mayor-~I write thisin haste, from 
the office of Sir Sawuel Cunard, who has just read for 
me his recent correspondence with the Postmaster- 
General and the Commissioners of the Treasury, from 
which it appears that he has generously volunteered to 
permit his contract steamers to call every fortnight at 
(Queenstown, on their way to and from Boston. Should 
this experiment succeed, he will then, probably, allow 
his alternate steamers, to and from Newport, also to 
touch at Queenstown; thereby completing a weekly 
packet service between Queenstown and North America. 
The first of these splendid steamers, the Canada, will 
leave Queenstown with the mails at six o'clock, p.m. on 
Sunday, the 6th November. I have taken it on myself 
to sssure Sir 8. Cunard that his friendly feelings towards 
the harbour of Cork will safely calculate upon receiving 
every legitimate support by the remission of port dues, 
and also by the reduction of raiiway fares and rates 
between Cork and Dublin. He regrets greatly that he 
cannot himself proceed to Cork to complete arrange- 
ments, but his partner, Mr. M:iver, of Liverpool, will 
soon be there,and will, [ am sure, receive every infor- 
mation and facility from yourself and other active mem- 
bers of the comnilttee lately organised for promoting 
oceanic communication from the harbour of Cork, which 
will necessarily derive incalcuable benefits from the pro- 
posed experiments, and | am fully cuonviaced it now 
resis only with yourselves toextend its advantages, and 
render them permanent. lJBelieve me, my dear Mr.

acknowledgment of the high position he occupied and 
the world-wide reputation he had won for himself as an 
engineer, his funeral, though strictly speaking private, 
as being conducted by his friends, partook of the cha- 
racter ot a public ceremony ; and being anxious, more- 
over, to show that she fully shared with the 
public in lamenting the loss which the country had 
sustained by his death, she could not hesitate for a mo- 
ment in giving her sanction to the course which his 
Royal Highness the Ranger had recommended. Side by 
side with this graceful expression of feeling on the part 
of the highest personage in the realm and as exempli- 
fving the regret which the demise of this eminent man 
has occasioned amoug all classes of the community, may 
be cited the application made yesterday to the authorities 
by a working man on the South-Eastern Railway, for 
ission to attend the funeral, who based his request 
on the fact that many years ago he drove the first loco- 
motive engine, called “ the Harvey Coombe,” that ran 
from London to Birmingham, Robert Stephenson standing 
at his elbow all the way. 

The funeral cortége took its departure from the resi- 
dence of the deceased in Gloucester-square about half- 
past 10 o’clock. It consisted of a hearse, containing the 
body, drawn by six horses, and fourteen mourning 
couches, each drawn by four horses, occupied for the 
most part by the immediate relatives and friends of the 
deceased gentleman. The first of the carriages 
which immediately preceded the hearse, was occupied by 
the Mayor of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, the Sheriff, Town- 
clerk, and Mr. Alderman Dodds. The Mayor wore his 
crimson robe and gold badge of office, and was accom- 
panied, moreover, with the municipal insignia. In the 
second carriage ing the hearse were the Mayor of 
Sunderland and Mr. J. Ellis, Mr. John Dixon, and Mr. 
J. Pease. Mr. George Robert Stephenson, Mr. C. Parker, 
Mr. G. P. Bidder, and Mr. Robert Stephenson, as cheif 
mourners, occupied the first carriage immediately fol- 
lowing the hearse. In the two next were the Marquis 
of Chandos, Mr. G. C. Glyn, M P.; Sir Roderick 
Murchison, Mr. Joseph Locke, M.P. ; Mr. 8. Beall, and 
Mr. J. Chapman. Following in others were Mr.

Leaving Gloucester-square the procession entered Hyde 
Park by the Victoria-gate in the Boyswater-road, passed 
along by the side of the Serpentine, into Piccadilly by 
the Apsley-house gate, and proceeded thence by Grosve- 
nor-place and Victoria-street to the Abbey, the whole 
route being lined by spectators, a large concourse of 
whom were collected in the open space fronting the 
west door of the Abbey and the entrance to Dean’s- 
yard. Meanwhile, some 3,000 or 4,000, persons had as- 
sembled within the precincts of the Abbey, all of whom 
were admitted by ticket. On arriving at Dean's-yard 
the cortege was joined by the Council and principal 
officers of the Institution of Civil Engineers, of which 
the deceased had been Presideni---including, among 
the past presidents, Mr. James Watker, Mr. Joshua 
Field, Sir John Rennie, and Mr. James Simpson ; among 
the vice-presidents, Mr. Join Hawkshaw and Mr. 
John R. M‘Clean; among the members, Sir William G. 
Armstrong, Mr. John E. Errington, Mr. John Fowler, 
Mr. Charles H. Gregory, Mr. Thomas Hawksley, and 
Mr. J. Scott Russell; Mr. J. Alle: Ransome, an asso- 
ciate; Mr. W. Poleand Mr. Henry Maudsley, auditors; 
Mr. Charles Manby, secretury; and Mr. James Forrest, 
assistant-secretary. The coffin was taken from the 
hearse, and the procession reformed on reaching the 
Cloisters. There the Very Rev. the Dean, Dr. Trench, 
the Rev. John Jennings, the Rev. Edward Repton, and 
the Rev. Dr. Cureton, three of the Canons of West- 
minster; the Rev. J.C. Haden, Precentor, the Rev. C. 
M. Arnold, and the Rev. Mr. Jones, two of the minor 
canons, attended by the choir, met the body. En- 
tering the Abbey by a side doot frem the cloisters 
the procession turned to the left along the aisle, and 
then traversedthe whole length of the nave. ‘The 
beadsmen and vergers heade the pageant, then came 
the choir ; after them the dignitaries of the cathedral 
followed ; then the coffin, borne by eight men, and then 
the great mass of the mourners and followers. The pall 
was borne by the Marquis of Chandos, Mr. G. C. Glyn, 
M.P., Mr. Joseph Locke, M.P., Sir Roderick Murchison, 
Mr. Samuel Beale, and Mr. John Chapman. As the 
procession advanced slowly up the nave the choir, 
accompanied by the organ, chanted the sentences from 
the officefor the burial of the dead, “ I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life,” “I know that my Redeemer liveth,” 
and “We brought nothing into this world;” from 
the music of Dr. Croft. Entering the choir, a few 
minutes were occupied by the mourners and friends in 
taking the seats assigned to them, and then the service 
proceeded. The Psalm beginning, “1 said I will take 
heed to my ways” was sung by the choir to the burial 
chant of Dr. Purcell. Then followed the lesson, taken 
from the 15th chapter of the 1st Epistle to the Corin- 
thians, commencing, “ Now is Christ risen from the 
dead,” which was read in an impressive manner by the 
Rev. Canon Jennings. After the Lesson the choir 
sang an anthem, commencing, “ When the ear heard 
me,” taken from the 29th chapter of Job. Leav- 
ing the choir, the procession passed towards the 
grave situated in the middle of the nave. Around 
or in the immediate vicinity of this centre of at- 
traction, stood many public men who had taken no part 
in the funeral procession. Among these were Sir John 
Lawrence, Sir George Bonham, Sir John Burgoyne, Sir 
Harry Jones, Colonel J. W. Gordon, Colonel Lysons, Sir 
Proby Cautley, Sir F. Smith, M.P.; Sir Peter Fairbairn, 
the Hon. R. Grimston, Mr. Selwyn, M.P.; Mr. Tite, M.P.; 
Mr. Ayrton, M.P., Mr. Bovill, M.P., Mr. Cobbold, M.P., 
Mr. Ingram, M.P., Mr. Arthur Mills, M.P. ; Professors 
Baden Powell, Stokes, Sharpey, Eaton Hodgkinson, . 
Donaldson, Owen, and Wheatstone ; Mr. C. W. Dilke, 
Mr. Mark Lemon, Mr. Sergeant Shea, Mr. David Wad- 
dington, Sir Cusack Roney, Mr. J. Bramley Moore, the 
Master of Dulwich College, and many others. 

Arrived at the grave, the choir sang the portion ot the 
service beginning, “Man thatis born of woman.” con- 
tinuing, “ In the midst of life we are in death,’ from the 
music of Crott ; and concluding, “ Thou knowest, Lord, 
the secrets of our hearts,” from that of Purcell. ‘The 
Very Rev. che Dean then read—at times under the in- 
fluence of strong emotion—the e,“ Forasmuch as 
it hath pas Almighty God ;” and at its conclusion, 
and while the body was being consigned to the grave, 
the choir chanted, in a manner mafvellously touching 
and impressive,“ I heard a voice from heaven” to the 
funeral anthem of Dr. Croft. The ceremony concluded 
with the benediction, which was pronounced by the 
Dean. Mr. Turle, the organist of the Abbey, was at his 
post on the occasion. Much of the music was the same 
as he played at the funeral of Lord Nelson. 

The remains of Mr. Stephenson are placed in imme- 
diate contiguity to those of Telford, the celebrated engi- 
neer of his day, and that more by chance than design. 
Men of kindred genius, and engaged in kindred enter- 
prises, they lie at last side by side. Stephenson was 
went fo tt ere as buried in some quiet 
country church he should have wished his remains 
to be interred with him there ; but since he lay in 
Westminster Abbey that was an idle wish.

THE LOUGH CATHELENE DROWNING CASE. 
— ‘The circumstances attending the death by drowning 
of a man named Gormerly, in asmali lake near Kilrea, 
will be fresh in the recollection of our readers. The evi -

‘with proper energy that this irregular state of things 
must be put anend to. It is said, though I don't 
vouch for the truth of the account, that in a conference 
‘at Chutterpore last week the Ranee agreed to give up 
Paisput, her brother, within two months, and to pay 
for all damage which he has occasioned, or may here- 
after cause. Sir Richmond, as the story goes, pro- 
ynised if he should be given up by his kindred not to 
hang him. Hearing this, the Ranee sitting behind 
the curtain (sicut mos est) screamed out, “Oh, hang 
him, hang him ; don't spare him.” Such is sisterly 
affection among Bondelas. 

The Bombay Gazette of the26th says — 

“ AD application has already been made to the Indian 
Government for about 15,000°troops, and we believe a 
tew European regiments have already been despatched 
to Chine.

PRUSSIA AND RUSSIA. 

A Berlin letter of the 17th states :—“ The Prince Re- 
gent will certainly be at Breslau by the middle of the 
week to receive the Emperor Alexander. ‘These twe 
princes, closely connected by family ties, have always 
been on very intimate terms, and may so much the more 
easily come to an understanding on political questions 
that there is now no cause of dissent between Prussia 
and Russia. They will probably decide on the line of 
conduct to be followed by both countries in the questions 
which the Congress will have to settle. Their union 
cannot, it is believed, be otherwise than favourable to the 
wishes of the Italian party and the policy of France. It 
is on account of the king’s health that the Emperor of 
Russia does not come to Berlin.

KING VICTOR EMMANUEL AT GENOA. 

On the morning of the 16th, King Victor Emmanuel 
received in a body.the municipality of Genoa, the Mayor 
of Brescia, and a deputation from Bergamo. In reply to 
an address from the Mayor of Genoa, the King observed 
that the cause of Italian independence was the cause of 
justice, and that he woald continue to defend it to the 
utmost of his power. His majesty spoke also of the 
moral and material assistance he had received from the 
Italian people, recalling acts of valour and heroism on 
the part of the soldiers and volunteers, adding that the 
Genoese soldiers and those of the Riviera yielded to none 
when danger was to be encountered ; but much yet re- 
mained to be done. ‘The difficulties and obstacles to be sur- 
mounted were numerous; but he hoped that with reso- 
lution, union, and perseverance, the lawful wishes of 
Italy would be granted. “Certainly,” added his Majesty, 
“there are questions which are solved much more 
promptly on the battle field than by means of diplomacy ; 
but we hope, nevertheless, that a satisfactory result will 
arise from the latter, since our cause has with it the 
sympathies of Europe.” The King also addressed some 
friendly words to the Mayor of Brescia, and to the de- 
putation from Bergamo.

In 
making the observations he was about to make, he did 
not want to assail the Government or any of its officials, 
but he could not help saying, and believing, that the 
present proceedings had been instituted by the Govern- 
ment, and were an underhand and weak mode of putting 
down what was very generally regarded as a common 
nuisance. He denied in wto the right of the 
present tribunal to decide the case upon these 
grounds. Even supposing the nuisance were of 
the most unbearable character that man coul:i conceive 
unless it could be shown that it was created, and that it 
was immediately in connection with Miss Dillon’s li- 
censed house, and not a nuisance created under and in 
consequence of a right fasserted by her, invested in her, 
andexercised by her predecessors trom time imrhemorial ; 
let not the court confound the two rights in this 
case. The question was simply this, so far as Dillon's 
field was concerned, it was either a fair ground, or it 
was not. Le maintained that it was a fair ground, and 
that he had proved the use of it for upwards of twenty 
years; if it were not a fair ground, the use of the 
field for such a purpose would be quite illegal, 
and the Government, in that case, could 
have easily suppressed the fair, for it was hardly neces- 


sary to tell them that an indictment at the suit of the 
Attorney-General would lie against Dillon, for holding 
a fair there; the right to do which could only be con- 
ferred by chartcr, or act Parliament ; but the Govern- 
ment had not ventured upon that step. An attempt, 
no doubt, had lately been made to put down the fair, 
but it was in an underhand manner, and it failed.

grand. objection, however, was that the gate to the 
field had been shut until 1855.

Prixce ALFRED AT Smuyrrna.—Prince Alfred on board 
the Euryalus visited Smyrna on the 30th of last month. 
The Prince landed on Saturday afternoon, and, attended 
by the consul and his family, visited the ancient 
Acropolis and other objects of antiquity. On Monday 
he left the Euryalus in the morning, and, attended by 
Major Cowell and other officers, and her Britannic 
Majesty’s consul and his interpreter, proceeded first to 
the palace, and made a visit to his Excellency Mohamed 
Pacha, where he was received with the due ceremonial 
of eastern etiquette. Having taken leave of Mohamed 
Pacha, his Royal Highness and party proceeded, in three 
of the ship’s boats, to the railway station at the other 
end ef the city. Here the Prince walked over the sta- 
tion and examined thenew sawing machinery. As the visit 
was private no display was made at the station, but Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Wilkin, the other officials of the com- 
pany, were in attendance to accompany the Prince and 
his companions. The party proceeded for a trip along 
the line in a train compo of the contractor's earth 
waggons, provided with cushions. While passing 
through the suburbs indications were met with that 
the royal trip was not unnoticed, for many ladies and 
gentlemen stdod along the line, and boisterous crowds 
gave demonstratiens of enthusiasm for the son of the 
Queen of England at the Caravan Bridge crossing. 
Several herds of camels were stopped, and their drivers 
fired off their pistols, while numerous spectators 
cheered. At a rock cutting further on, the native 
workmen had raised rude triumphal arches, with 
emblems in foliage and flowers, the peasantry fired off 
their guns and pistols, and the labourers burst out with 
as good a hurrah as their imitations of the English 
could reach. The cheer was raised again as the youth- 
ful Prince courteously lifted his cap in acknowledgment. 
Soon after some interesting remains of Genoese and 
Roman aqueducts were reached, while the walls of the 
old Genoese castle loomed from the heights above. The 
train held on through a country rich in vineyards, corn 
fields, and Slive-grounds, and among beautiful mountain 
scenery, till Mr. Hammond had driven about 15 miles, 
the furthest point on the works which he considered 
desirable to reach, when he backed the train, and the 
party descended.

It a:tverts with justi- 
flable satisfaction to the rapidity with which such works 
have been executed in France, after an undue delay 
at first, and points to the fact that the extent of rail- 
way communication in the country is now greater than 
in Great Britain. It says :---“ France under the influ- 
ence of the Imperial Government has been able to re- 
pair the time lost at first in discussions as to the mode 
of execution, and subsequently in political revolutions. 
We now possess 8,700 kilometres of railway (the kilo- 
metre is five-eighths of a mile), which have cost 
nearly 4,000,000,000f---of which © 3,250,000.000f. were 
raised by companies, and 750,000,000f. by the State. 
But we have still 7,000 kilometres to construct, and 
pre $,000,000,000f. se gn for them. Such is the 
we have to attain during the new h of e 
which is now commencing. And when oe ahail have 
accomplished that object France will have a greater 
length of railway than any other country in the world, 
as she will have 16,300 kilometres, wh the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain will only have 15,500.

He declined to relieve the dispenser of the 
Government patronage of the odium of a very gross 
job, by merging his own claims in the acceptance of a 
situation which he could hold only at the pleasure of a 
third party. Under more equitable auspices the gentle- 
man who had conducted the business of the Crown 
Solicitor’s office for many years would have succeeded 
to a vacancy in it as a matter of course; and if the 
necessities of party required the promotion of another 
aspirant to that post, the second vacancy thus made 
should have been placed at Mr. Rae’s disposal. Af er 
Mr. Rae had been jobbed out of the Dublin office he 
should have been offered, not a temporary clerk’s place 
in it, but the Clerkship of the Crown in Sligo, from 
which the new Solicitor had been promoted. Here, 
however, lies the mystery, which Mr. Whiteside does 
not explain.

that of the Tuileries, “from the Pavilion Marsan at 
one end to the clock tower in the centre ;” that the 
widest street in Paris, the Boulevard de Sebastopol it- 
self, ‘would be too narrow to receive her by seven 
metres ;” that her depth from deck to keel “ is equal 
to the highest house in Paris; and that the circum- 
ference of her wheels is about that of Franconi’s 
Circus.” “One of the most competent officers of our 
own navy,” he says, “after having studied her care- 
fully, came to the conclusion that it would be possible 
to embark on board of her 15,000 troops, or about as 
many as it is intended to send to China.-—-Guaqdian. 

Crime tm Wrirsurre.—At the Wilts Quarter Ses- 
sions, held at Marlborough on Tuesday, the Chief Con- 
stable (Captain Meredith) reported that there had been 
a considerable decrease of crime during the quarter, and 
it was subsequently stated by Major Goddard that there 
were but 49 prisonersin the jail at Salisbury and 71 at 
Devizes, whilst there was room for 329. He was not 
then prepared with*any distinct proposition, but it 
seemed to him that the court must shortly consider 
whether one of the prisons could not be dispensed with. 
That at Salisbury, he believed, was not sufficiently

Mr. Barry proposed, in the first instance to examine Mr. 
Lane. Q.C., who resides in Leeson-street, as to the disor- 
derly conduct of the parties who attended the fair. 

Mr. Sidney said he did not see the necessity for such 
evidence as that, for he was prepared to admit that the 
conduct of parties who attended the fair was often very 
disorderly. All he asked was that Mr. Barry would 
allow that the state of things as now existing at Donny- 
brook Fair was not worse than formerly, and he was 
quite sure that the evidence already received shewed 
thatit was much better. But he objected especially to 
this class of evidence, as he perceived there was an at- 
tempt made by the Government to put down a right 
which had been enjoyed by his client. 

Mr. M‘Donnell said they had no right to infer that 
the Government had any such object in view. I[t was 
their business merely to consider whether the application 
of Miss Dillon should be rejected] on account of the fair 
which was an abominable nuisance, being held upon 
her premises. If Mr. Barry thought proper to examine 
Mr. Lane he might do so. 

Mr. Lane, Q.C., was then examined, and deposed that 
during the fair week, Leeson-street and the Donnybrook 
road were impassable after four o’clock, and that no 
females or children could walk on the latter with 
safety during the hours the people were going to or 
coming from the fair. He thought that during the last 
fair there was as much shouting and annoyance given 
to the inhabitants of Leeson-street as during any fair 
that he recollected for the last 25 years. From what 
he had seen of the fair, he considered it a public nui- 
sance. 

Thomas Hampden a Clerk in Sir R. Griffith's office, 
was next examined, and deposed that Miss Dillon’s 
house was rated at £5, and the field im question at £6 
The valuations were distinct, and no change had been 
made in them since 1854. 

Mr. Barry here said he did not intend to bring for ward 
any more witnesses. ‘lhe following persons were then 
examined on behalf of the applicant, Miss Dillon. 

Mr. John Lawler deposed that he kept a retail li- 
censed house in Donnybrook since the year 1831. ‘There 
were about six public-houses there. There was much less 
business now during the fair week than there used to 
be. Before the ground was purchased by the trustees, 
part of the fair used to be held on Dillon’s field. He had 
often seen tents there, as well as objects for amusement, 
but the shows used to be on the river side; the 
booths or tents were all on one side of the field 
last year. After 27 years’ experience of 
the fair, he thought it was quite peaceable and 
orderly last year, compared with what it was formerly, 
and before the police were established. At present 
the smallest child might go through the fair without in- 
terruption or injury. He had visited many fairs in 
his life, and believed that there was much more violence 
wickedness, and bloodshed at country fairs than he had 
seen at Donnybrook for nearly the last 30 years. He 
had been at Howth races and seen the state of the road 
about Baldoyle on the evening or night the day such races 
were held, and he believed there was very little difference 
between the scenes witnessed there and on the Donny- 
brook road. ‘The class of persons who went to Howth 
races, however, were more respectable, but so far as the 
stoppage of traffic on the road was concerned he 
thought it was about the same on both, and there was 
fully as much danger on one as on the other. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Barry, Q.C.—Witness would 
not venture to say that he. knew an improper female 
character by appearance; was not aware that Donny- 
brook fair was the resort of such persons; but they 
might have gone there; he had no bad opinion of any 
fernaale-—on the contrary, he entertained a high opinion of 
the sex---(laughter)---he never saw immoral conduct -at 
the fair; always saw the people there enjoying then- 
selves Irish like; did not think that the suppression of 
the fair would destroy the business of the town; recol- 
lected that when a boy, or about 1810, the two portions 
ot the fair green were divided by only a rivulet; always 
understood that Dillon’s field was a part of the fair 
green; Dillon got the field when he was married, which 
was about the year 1808 or 1809 ; some 16 or 17 years 
ago he saw a dozen or mere tents upon that field; they 
were not all belonging to Dillon—he let out 
the land to other parties for the purpose of erecting 
tents there. The fair was held on each side of the 
county road. Cattle were sold on the right hand side, 
and horses un the left. Could not say that he ever saw 
cattle upon Dillon’s field, or that he saw merry-go-rounds 
and other things for amusing ple there “before 
1855. There wasno other public-house on the greund 
last year than Dillon’s ; thought that ten policemen 
would be [quite sufficient to keep order at the fair ; saw 
some drunken people at it, but only a few ; supposed 
there were some pickpockets at it also. 

To Mr. Sidney—Never knew the police to inter- 
- “ib the tents, or to prevent them being erected on 

e field. 

Richard Hunt deposed that he knew Donnybrook 
bet ween 40jand 50 years; recollected when Dillon got the 
field; before he got it, it was separated from the other 

by the county road; did not recollect the rivulet s 

of by the former witness ; had seen tents pitched upon 
the field for near 20 years; saw the fair last year; it 
was a paradise then, compared with what it ever was 
before. (Great laughter.)

Cross-examined by Mr. Barry, Q.C.—Witness 
at Churchtown, and is a comh Ais aves

learned counsel then referred to several Acts of Par- 
liament to sustain his position, and, in the first in- 
stance, to that of the the 7 and 8 Geo. IV, chap. 53, 
under which entries are regulated. This act was passed 
for the purpose of enabling police-officers toascertain and 
inspect licensed houses, and in that act it was stated 
that every person procuring licence should enter in the 
Excise books the house, the number of rooms in it, and 
also put a mark on the outward wall of the house, indi- 
cating that the occupier was licensed, and for what. 
But in that act there was not the most remote allusion 
to a field, or the wallofa field. Well, if they took up the 3rd 
and 4th William 1V., chap. 68, and under which licences 
were granted they wouid find his position no less strong, 
for tiere it was expressly stated that the licence was 
to be granted tor a house and not for a field, and under 
that act it was required that the applicant should 


premises, was proper!y conducted for the last year, be- 
fore he should get a renewal ot his licence. And in the 
last section of 6th and 7th William IV. there was a 
provision,that if licensed premises happened to be burned 
down, the magistrates had power toallow the occupier 
to carry on his business in other suitable premises, and 
that they should be deemed equally licenced with the 
former. Counsel then referred to several other passages 
in the enactments bearing upon the subject to es- 
tablish his main proposition, that a licence could be 
granted only to a house or permanent building, and not 
to a tent, booth, or field, and that the iatter 
in fact, was not taken into account by the Legislature 
in the setcral acts referred to at all. Miss Dillon, in the 
present case, happened to assert a usor on the ground ss 
being owner of the soil, and she also asserted a usor in the 
retail licence for the house, in connection with the other 
premises, but that was no reason why her application tor 
the certificate should be rejected, and if the magistrates 
would only suppose fora moment that her father was 
the owner of the field, and she the owner of the house, 
they would see at once the absurdity of rejecting the ap- 
plication—on this ground more especially, too, as the fin- 
ger of disapprobation could not be pointed at the man- 
ner in which the house had been conducted. He would 
therefore ask that the magistrates should grant the usual 
certificate, and that they should discard from their minds 
the question whether the fair was lawful to be held on 
Dillon’s field—a question which they were not at all com- 
petent to decide, for that right was exercised by virtue ofa 
charter granted by King John, and now close upon 700 
years old. 

Mr. M‘Dermott said he had no idea, considering the 
lawfulness of the fair. The whole difliculfy in the case 
arose, in his mind, from the fact that Diflon’s fieid had 
been eutered upon the Excise books as part of the licensed 
premises. 

Mr. Stronge said he thought that if the field was a 
portion of the fair ground, and if a fair might have been 
held there, the fact of procuring the field to be entered 
on the Exc ise books would not change the legal position 
of theapplicant. It would, in his mind, be neither bet- 
ter nor worse for that. 

Mr. Barry,Q C.,wasthen about to reply to Mr. Sidney, 
but the magistrates iutimated that as it was now after 
four o'clock, and as Mr. sidney had raised some very im- 
portant questions in regard to the construction of pus- 
sages in the acts, and especially in regard to the mean- 
ing of the words “ house and place,” it wonld proba- 
bly be more advisable that the case should be adjourned to 
a future day, when Mr. Barry would have an opportunity 
of replying more satisfactorily than he could at present. 

Mr. Barry, Q.C., said he was prepared to go on ; but 
asthe business of the court usually closed at that hour, 
and as some of the gentlemen preset uld have to go 
to the country that evening, he wold assent to sn 
adjournment. | 

The further hearing of the case was accordingly ad- 
journed to next Saturday, at one o’clock. 


CALENDAR OF OPERATIONS FOR THE 
ENSUING WEEK. 

ConservVATory, Greennouse, &c.—It is of the 
greatest importance that plants in these structures or in 
trames should at this season have on favourable occa- 
sions all the light and air possible. Attention to these 
points, and avoiding anything likely to cause damp, will 
go far to place plants in theebest condition for getting 
safely through the winter, render them less liable to in- 
jury,or to require any expenditure in the way of fire- 
heat for their preservation. Azaleas, &c., after being 
housed, if worms are suspected, should be turned 
out of the pots and examined for them; 
and also, if in any case where the balls 
are dried up; when this is found to be the case, they 
should be thoroughly soaked in soft water. While most 
desirable, until the return of the season of growth, 
avoid giving plants too much water; {it must not be 
understood that the balls of earth should ever be 
ullowed to get dried up on the one hand, or be saturated 
on the other—the soil in the pots should be uniformly 
damp, neither more nor less, It will be well also again 
to look over your plants, when housed, and see if 
there are not still some among them not worth growing, 
and that are taking up space to the injury of more va- 
luable specimens, and also to see if there be any on 
which scale, thrips, &c., can be noticed. In the former 
case, throw them away, or plant them out to take their 
chance, and in the latter, see that all such be carefully 
and thoroughly cleansed at once before allowed to infest 
their fellows.
